A strike of the pressmen employed in the 
pressrooms of the Republic, Globe '‘Demo- 


crat, Post-Dispatch and Star, inaugurated 
at noon yesterday, terminated last evening 


at 8 o’clock, when the evening papers af- 
fected issued. 


The failure of the two afternoon papers 
to appear was the result of an agreement 
between the four newspapers named to in- 
definitely cease publication rather than ac- 
cede to a peremptory demand of the press- 
meén, who had just repudiated an agreement 
arrived at by arbitration, according to the 
terms of which the decision of the arbi- 
trators was to have been final and binding 
upon all parties. 

The arbitration had been conducted by 
Mr, Chas. H. Huttig, president of the Third 
National’ Bank, on behalf of the publishers, 
and Mr. M. J. Gill of the Glassblowers’ 
Union, at present a delegate to the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, in session at De- 
troit, on behalf of the pressmen. 


The pressmen of St. Louis organized 
early in 1898, and presented certain de- 
mands to the publishers of 8t. Louis, 
These were not agreed to, and the matter 
was referred to arbitration, the President 
of the International Pressmen’s Union and 
Mr. George D. Barnard of St. Louis acting 
as arbitrators at that time. A contract, 
embodying the decision of these arbitra- 
tors, was duly signed and became effective 
in April, 1898. 

‘Eight months thereafter the Pressmen’s 
Union served notice on the publishers that 
changes in the existing contract were de- 
sired. According to the provisions of that 
contract the subject was taken up by a 
conference committee, which ultimately 


| disagreed, sending the questions under fur- 
: ther provision of the contract to the arbi- 
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trators first named. 

In addition to the contract amedatsient 
that the finding of the arbitrators should 
be final and binding upon both, a special 
agreement, confirming this understanding, 
was formally signed June 8, 1899. Under 
paane conditions the matters went to arbi- 


tration. 

On last Saturday evening the arbitrators 
announced their decision, which embodied 
all clauses and provisions of a new con- 
tract, operative for three years. ‘I'nis deci- 
sion was a compromise between the de- 
mands and expectations of both parties. 

On last Monday the Pressmen’s Union 
served notice on the publishers absolutely 
repudiating the decision of the arbitra- 
tors. 

Accompanying this repudiation of the ar- 
bitrators’ decision was a new contract, 
which the pressmen demanded should be 
signed by noon yesterday, under threat of 
@ walk-out. 

A meeting of the publishers of the above- 
named papers was called and an agree- 
ment entered into to indefinitely cease pub- 
lication rather than accede to this demand, 

This action involved the interests of the 
local Typographical and all the other allied 
unions engaged in newspaper production, 
and brought the question to the attention of 
President Connolly and Scale Chairman 
Jackson of the local Typographical Union. 
After obtaining a statmement of the case 
from the publishers, they applied to the 
Pressmen’s Union and reported the facts to 
President Donnelly of the International 
Typographical Union, asking him to consult 
with the president of the International 
Pressmen’'s Union, with a view to the pro- 
tection of the local Typographical interests. 

This conference was held in Detroit, re- 
sulting in telegraphic instructions from the 
president of the Typographical Union to 
the local officers to withhold all support or 
encouragement from the striking pressmen 
and urging the local typographers to assist 
in securing obedience to the orders of the 
president of the International Pressmen’s 
Union. 

The matter was subsequently settled by 
peremptory orders from President Bowman 
to the striking pressmen to return to work 
in the various offices, without conditions 
other than those prevailing prior to their 
most recent demands, pending his arrival 
and investigation of their conduct. 

The whole question hinges on the right of 
the pressmen to repudiate the decision of 
an arbitration which they, with the pub- 
lishers, had previously agreed to accept as 
final and binding. No other question than 
that is now in issue.

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Colder Weather Coming From 
Over the Plains. 


SNOWFALL OF FOUR INCHES. 


ALL TRAINS LATE, SOME OF THEM 
HALF A DAY. 


City Institutions Thronged With Un- 
fortunates—Two Persons Rescued 
From Snowdrifts During 
the Night. 


The indications for Thursday night are 
for a respite from more snow, with colder 
weather, which will continue throughout 
Friday. 

Since the first flakes sifted down on St. 
Louis at noon Wednesday no less than 4 
inches of snow have fallen, a heavy pre- 
cipitation, although by no means uncom- 
mon for this season of the year. By night- 
fall, Dr. Hyatt, the forecast official, ex- 


pects the snow to cease. He anticipates 
a drop in temperature of about 10 or 12 
degrees. 

“I don’t care to risk my judgment be- 
vond Friday evening,”’ sald Dr. Hyatt 
Thursday morning, “but until that time I 
look for cold, fair weather.” 

The prasent snowstorm, according to 
Dr. Hyatt, is not of the home-made va- 
riety. It comes from the north and north- 
east, where it has been actively engaged 
in whitening the landscape. St. Louis is 
getting the tag-end of the storm, for there 
has been no fall of snow on the other side 
of the Ohio River. 

The thermometer focled a great many 
people Thursday morning. There was 4 
strong wind to swirl the tiny snowftakes 
into the faces of those persons who were 
foreed to spend time outdoors, and ir their 
discomfort they almest forgot to get cold. 
In reality the mercury was hanging close 
to the 2 pcint all morning, a degree of 
cold which ordinarily mekes people shiver 
and grumble. In Nebraska the mercury 
dropped to 20 degrees below zero Thursday 
morning and: the prevailing conditions are 
that all of ‘Missouri will get a taste of the 
severe weather. 


ALL TRAINS WERE LATE. 


On Arrival the Cars Were Completely 
Clothed in White Mantles. 
Trains of eight of the great railroad sys- 
tems runnitg inte St. Louis were: from 
five minutes to five hours l&te in arriving 


at Union Station Thursday morning, on 
account of the heavy fall of snow of the 
aest before. 

he lines affected lay in every direction 
about St. Louis, showing that the storm 
was not confined to any particular section-— 
Bast, West, North and South—all suffered 
alike. 

When the belated trains finally backed 
into the shed at Union Station they pre- 
sented ghostly appearances. Tops and sides 
of cars were covered with snow which had 
been frozen into a solid mass and glistened 
brilliantly. Only the windows and the plat- 
forms were uncovered. 

Bach of the delayed trains had been in 
the storm for from eight to ten hours, They 
suffered little inconvenience until midnight. 
Then the flakes began to drift upon the 
rails and make them as slippery as though 
they had been oiled. Streams of sand Were 
aoeres upon them, but they did little good.

The Missouri, Kansas & Texas trains 
suffered more from the storm and experi- 
enced the most aggravating delays. All 
trains from the South were liate. The first 
due in St. Louis in the morning was six 
hours behind the schedule time. It nar. 
rowly escaped being tied up in a drift in 
Southern Missouri. 

The Baltimore & Ohio road was almost 
as much inconvenienced as the. Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas. Ite trains from New 
York backed into the station four hours 
after they were due. The two Chicago 
trains on the Chicago & Alton line were 
30 minutes late. The Frisco train from 
Galveston and Texas points was one hour 
and 60 minutes late. The train of the same 
line from Kansas and other Western points 
was one hour ard 10 minutes late. They 
ran into the same snow belt that the Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas encountered § in 
Southern ‘Missouri. 

The Wabash train from Kaneéas City to Bt. 
Louis could not make headway past Mober- 
ly, and it was divided into two sections 
there, each being pulled on to St. Louis by 
a separate engine. The Omaha train of 
the same line was one hour and 15 minutes 
late. The Illinols Central, known as the 
Dixie Flyer, and making Southern points, 
was 30 minutes late, and the Missour! Pa- 
cific trains from Western and Southwestern 
points were from 6 to % minutes behind 
their schedules. 


AT HOSPITAL AND DISPENSARY. 


A Woman and a Man Rescued From 
Under Snow Drifts. 

The blizzard brought its quota of un- 
fortunates to the City Hospital Wednesday 
night. ‘Mest of them went there volun- 
t@ily, bui some Were taken there just in 
time to prevent them from succumbing to 
the cold. The ill-clad, Ul-shod poor had 
their first taste of real winter weather and 


those of them who had mo homes gought 
refuge in the noe hayen for the unfortu- 
nate. Before midnight applicants began fo 
appear at the front gate of the hospital, 
Each had some real or simulated ailment 
and none who really needed shelter were 
turned away. 

All night long others of the city’s poor, 
too weak from hunger or too benumbed 
with cold to walk to the hospital, gravi- 
tated toward the City Dispensarv. That 
was merely a halfway point on the route 
of their weary pilgrimage, for their mecca 
was the hospital with warm rooms and 
comfortable cots and meng’) nurses, 

Ranged about the dimiwv lighted reception 
room they sat patiently waiting their turns 
to see the physicians, their saviors, who 
had the power to give them the precious 
—— which would admit them to the 
ospital. Their eyes danced with dealigit 
as they contemplated the redness of the 
big roundhouse stove that sent its warmtu 
even to the humbjest petitioner in the 
farihest corner of the room. 

There were men and women there who 
had never asked for charity before Who 
were passing from the state of shabby 
gentility to that of plain shabbiness, from 
the state of hunger to that of starvation. 
‘There were women thcire who asked for 
their children, not for themeelves, the boon 
of 1 warmth and shelter and wholesome food.

Uh A SUICID 


Mrs. Mary Sehlendwein Died 
From Bullet Wounds. 


HER 


HUSBAND 


SHE HAD MADE PREPARATIONS 
FOR DEATH. 


Threatened to Kill Herself and Had 
Told Her Neighbors She Would 
Die on December 13, Which 
She Did. 


Mrs. Mary Schlindwetn of 2002 South Gec- 
ond street died from bullet wounds at her 
home Wednesday night. The police have 
not determined whether she committed eui- 
cide or was murdered, Her husband was 
arrested Thursday morning. 

If Mrs. Schlindwein did not commit sul- 
cide, she at least threatened to and made 
eldborate and original arite-mortem ar- 
rangéements. Ghe was 42 years old. Her 
husband lacks three months of being halt 
that age. 

The question of suicide or murder rests on 
the exact number and character of the 
wounds. The report of the police of the 
Third District, in which the tragedy oc- 
curred, differs from te finding of the 
morgue superintendent. The report stated 
there were only two Dbuilet wounds. The 
morgue attaches found three distinct 
wounds, but two of these may Have been 
caused ‘by one bullet. 

The husband was arrested shortly after 
the shooting and released by Capt. Young 
on his own statement of the affair. Act- 
ing Chief Pickel ordered hise re~arrest 
Thursday morning, and he was held. 

About six months ago iMrs. Schlindwein 
shot her husband in the arm. She waé 
fined $100. She and Schlindwein were mar- 


ried shortly after this episode. 

iMrs. Schlindwein made her first threat 
of self-destruction (Monday. She repeated 
the threat to various persons severa! times 
since them, and made preparations for her 
burial. She made a verbal will in the pre- 
sence of her husband and Flora Evans, 
an old friend. 

She named the day on which her death 
should occur and selected one of her pall- 
bearers. And the day ehe named was 
Dec. 13. on which day she died. 

Sc hlindwetin’s story, which is cofroborated 
in part by the statements of other persons, 
was told by him to the Post-Dispatch 
Thursdey morning after his arrest. 

My wife committed suicide,’ he said, 
ow hy she did it 1 do not Know, unless it 
was because she was so much older than 
I. She always thought people made fun of 
us. She was jealous, too. You know she 
shot me last summer because she found me 
anothe r woman. 

“She began last gee te, make threats 
that she would kill herself. I did not think 
ehe meant it, and ‘joshed’ her about It. 
She said she ‘would never live till the 14th 
of the month. She said the 13th was a good 
day to die on. 

“She went to Louis Sauer’s saloon at 2000 
South Second street Tuesday and got $10 

which Sauer was keeping for her. She told 
Sauer she was going to kill herself, and 
that she did not want me to have the 
money after she was dead. 

‘“Yeaste rday—Wednesd: iy—she and I visited 
Flora Evans at 618 South Third street. We 
stayed there for dinner. My wif& told 
Flora, who is an old friend of hers, that 
she was going to commit suicide. They 
went up on Broadway and had their pic- 
tures taken. After they came back, while 
we were at the dinner table, my wife said 
the. pictures were to be distributed after 
her death. She said one was for me, an- 
other.for Flora, third was to be sent to 
Will Steineman, a soldier in the Philippines, 
and one was to be given to Louls Sauer'’s 
wife. 

“She told Flora how she wanted to be 
buried. She said Flora was to prepare 
yg for the funeral. She said she wanted 
to be dressed in white. Everything, includ- 
ing the, slippers, Was to be white. 

‘A picture of me was to be placed in the 
coffin on herleft side near her heart, and 
a picture of the soldier wae to go on the 
other side. She used to go with the Soldier 
before she married me, and it seems that 
she still loved him. She wanted her snake 
breastpin nut on her, too 

“She drank some whisky while we were 
at Flora’s house, and she was feeling the 
liquor when int) te home. 

‘She kept talking about suicide all the 
time. In the evening, after we reached 
home, Charlie Petschler came im to visit 
us. GShe had told me that she wanted 
Charlie for one of her pall bearers. I told 
Charlie about it, in a joke, and asked h'a 
if he had a black suit to wear at the 
funeral. Charlie laughed about ft, and so 
did Il. My write laughed, too, but she said 
it was no joke, and that she was certainly 
going to kill herself. 

Charlie did not stay long. He did not 
think she was in earnest, and he said some- 
thing funny about the suicide when he was 
going out. I went into the yard about 8 
o'clock. While I was out of the house I 
heard two shots. I ran to the house. The 
door was optn and my wife was stretched 
on the floor, just inside the door. The door 
was open. here was a pistol on the floor 
near her. 

“I ran upstairs and called Charitle Petsch- 
ler and Julius Scherer. They went down 


with me 
Mre. Schlindwein was dead when the three 


men reached her side. Two wounds were 
visible, one in the chest, the other in the 


per There were two empty cartridge 
shells in the revolver. 

The police of the Third District made 
an investigation. Scherer and Petschier, 
who were in the room above where Mrs. 
Schlindwein was found, stated that thew 
heard two reports so close together that 
they sounded almost as one. Quiet fol- 
lowed the shots for the space of two or 
three minutes. Schlindwein burst into their 
room and cried, “She has done what she 

said she would.” 

Louis Sawer, the saloonkeeper, and Flora 
Evans corroborated Schlindwein’s state- 
ment of what his wife said to them. 

Capt. Young reported the case as a sul- 
cide, and sent the body to the Morgue.

IN THE CIVIL WAR 


NOT 


Army Records Contradict Reports Con- 
cerning Gen. Piet Joubert’s Ser- 
vice in America. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, -Dee, 14.—Gen. Piet Jou- 
bert, commander-in-chief of the Transvaal 
army, was not connected with the Union 
army during the civil war; nor was he a 
Colonel in any regiment of the Confederate 
service. His name does not appear upon the 
muster rolls of either side in the war of 
the rebellion, and it is determined beyond 
peradventure that he never served under 


his own Name in either side in the war 

Brigadier-General F. C. Ainswerth, in 
between the States. 
charge of the war records of the Govern- 
ment, has conclusively decided this mooted 
point. Gen. Ainsworth said to-day: 

“In compliance with the request of the 
Post-Dispatch, I have had a careful ex- 
amination made of the records of the war 
of the rebellion. We have searched the 
muster rolls of both the Union and Confed- 
erate armies, Joubert’s name does not ap- 
pear. As we have the lists of both sides, 
it is conclusive, therefore, that the Boer 
General never served under his own name 
in either army. 

“Before the Post-Dispatch made its re- 
quest for information I had been told by 
Pennsylvania correspondents that Joubert 
Was in the Union army as Colonel of a 
Pennsylvania regiment. I did not believe the 
story, but made no examination. Yesterday 
and to-day, however, I have had all the 
roils examined. Piet Joubert never served 


in either army.

LONDON, Dec. 14.—Methuen lost 871 men, 

killed, wounded and missing at the battle 

of Magersfontein, near Modder River, Tues- 
day. 

He was repulsed, driven back and his 
men passed all of Monday night in dig- 
ging trenches to protect the army from an 
expected attack by the Boers. 


Major-General Wauchope, who led the 
Highland Brigade in the attack on Magers- 
fontein. 

This brigade of four battalions lost 650 
enlisted men; 10 of dts officers were killed, 
38 wo. ded and four are missing—probably 
prisoners, 

These figures mark the battle as the most 


the most disastrous to the British side. 

It is reckoned that Methuen fought the 
battle with 8000 men, against 12,000 Boers. 
Thus Methuven’s loss was 11 per cant of his 
force in the field, This is thé percentage 
of loss at the famous battle of Sadona, in 
1866. 

It is predicted to-day that Gen. Methuen 
will have to retire south of the Orange 
River, as it is claimed he cannot hold out 
long at the Modder River, where his am- 
munition and food supplies are not expected 
to last over a week. 

It ia feared that his line of communica- 
tion has been already cut, and that if he

For instance, he lengthened the 
backbone so artistically that none but an 
expert could distinguish the deception, and 
in articulating the nes he made one tusk 
to point upwards and the other to point 
downwards, The effect can easily be im- 
agined a it is no wonder the Missouri 
mastodon is ‘pointed out as one of the 

“king-pin curigs” in the whole building. 

There are other mastodonse, ae inf more 
of them in ie County, the’ judg- 
ment of Prof. C. W. Beehler is to be ac- 
cepted as weighty. Prof. Beehler’s own con- 
victions are so firm that he has secured 
control of the Jefferson County land and 
organized a company to ‘‘work’’ the de- 
posits, just as a man would form a com- 
pany to develop a gold mine. The con- 
cern is to be known as the Humboldt Px- 
ploration Co., and in its Ist of stockholders 
will be found the names of mapy wealthy 
St. , Loulsans who raed come to Prof. Beeh- 
ler’s ‘way of thinkin Prof. Beehler’s esti- 

mate of the extent of the prehistoric depos- 
its, expressed in words which al can 
understand regardless of limited knowledge 

of natural science, is that “there are 500 
carloads of bones of the mastodons, pre- 
historic ox, Irish elk, horse, bear and alli- 
gator only a few feet beneath the surface 
of Jefferson “Count ty.’ 

The particular tract of land contafning 
these deposits is owned at present by Fritz 
Miller, farmer. It ts about one mile w#at 
of Montesana, and is also ‘situated near 
Kimmesewick, at which railroad station on 
the Iron Mountain Railway one must alight 
to go to the deposits. This property was 
formerly in possession of a farmer named 
Palner. He was the owner of # at the 
time Dr. Koch chanced to be in St. Louis 
during his tour of the -United States. It 
seems that Farmer Palmer. while culti- 
vating his ground one day, “siruck a -F.. 
the Hkes of which be nor none of his 
neighbors. had ga seen before. Some 

vuessed it to trifi ot&®ers 
thought it a freakieh bit of mineral and 
all pronounced it “any cold thing,” excep: 
what it really was. Dr. Kovh heard of 
the farmer’s wonderful discovery and he 
went to Kimmeswick to investigate. As 
soon as he saw the cause of all the worry 

he recognized it as the tusk of a mastoduon 
He arranged with the farmer for further 
investigation and was rewerded with nearly 
all the bones of a complete skeleton. 
The German eclentist took the bones with 
‘him to Europe. Those which he lacked he 
pecoened with artificial’ ones of a composi- 
ae of his own making. The hig skeieton 
of the North American mestodon wag ex- 
hfited in Berlin and Paris, and for the 
time being was the talk of all the learned 
European men of science. In Bre r time 
and after customary proceedings the skele- 
ton of the Missouri maetoton was pur- 
chased for the British Museum, 

In the meaftitime, and ever since Prof. 
Koch's discovery, the. tillers of the soii 
of Palmer's farm bh&ve gone on finding 
queer things in the ground. They have 
taken out tuske 18 and ® feet long and 
14 and 18 inches in diameter. They have 
found teeth and bones of strange animals 
which have so far defied experts to identify 
them. Large consignments of these bones 
have been shipped to Eastern colleges and 
museums, but beyond the opinion that they 
were the testh of some carniverous animal 
no one has been @ble to trace thelr origin. 
' Two years ago, Prof. Beehler of 1615

interested in the Kimmeswick deposits, and

- Mang of the letters which passed between 
‘hijsband and wife were read in court and 
- tthe father’s pleading for a knowledge of his 
“'ehild’'s whereabouts moved those in the 
' eourtroom to tears. Although she had in 
most letters reiterated a promise to tell him 
at some future time the place she had 
chosen for the chi.d's abode, she died at 
her mother’s home in St. Louis on May 2 
last with the secret locked in her Dreast. 

After her death a trunk which she had 
always kept safely lockéd was opened by 
her mother, and then the discovery of the 
child’s home was made. Mr. Benjamin was 
_not in the city at the time and not until 
‘Oct. 27 did he learn of his mother-in-law’'s 
discovery. She showed him the letter which 
she had found in his wife’s trunk, written 
by James A. Barton of Winchester, IIl., to 
whose custody the wife had given the 
child through the Children’s Home Society 
of Illinois.

Cohn, a shoe dealer, was in the cloth- 
ing shop when Miller came in, Mr. Good- 
man said that he had already placed lib- 
eral orders and he really did not need any 
further stock. Miller said he would make 
a very attractive price. He told Goodman 
that even if he could not handle the goods 
in his store there was money in the deal 
for him anyway. He had received inetruc- 
tions from his house, so he claimed, to dis- 
gece of the samples for cash at half price. 

he goods were worth more than $1000, but 
if Goodman wanted the lot he could have 


it for $550. Goodman finally consented to 
buy the goods, with Cohn, as a speculation. 
The price they paid Miller was $522 

ew weeks later a representative of 
Sturm & Co. called on Goodman and the 
transaction was reviewed. It was then 
learned that the house had not heard from 
Miller since the day he disposed of the 
samples. A suit in replevin was filed and 
Sturm & Co. were awarded possesion of 
the property, they paying Goodman and 
Cohn what they were out 
action., The matter was reported to the 
police, but no trace of Miller was obtained: 

Last Saturday Miller called on Goodman 
again. He told him he had another line of 
samples and could offer another bargain. 
Goodman treated the man cordially and told 
him if he would return in a few days he 
wou.d be glad to buy provided Miller could 
offer him jindvcements. Goodman enter- 
tained ‘Miller a while and they parted ap- 
parently on the best of terms. 

Goodman then telegraphed Sturm & Co., 
who sent their lawyer, Mr. Schwartz, here 
to represent them. Thursda morning .Mil- 
ler showed up at the store. Desdunan made 
some excuse and stepped out for a minute. 
When he returned Policeman O’Niel was 
close behind. Miller was placed under ar- 
rest and was taken to the Four Courts. |
